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A Professional Murderer. 



A London newspaper of rocont date 
contains the following:— "The story 
of a strange crime comes to us from 
India. From the seething mass of 
humanity iu th? Valley of the (.ranges 
weird belief and sects spring up, such 
as Thuggism, which is a religion of 
murder for the casto of thieves, who 
from generation to generation follow 
the same 'profession,' ami who, so far 
from boing loolied upon with con- 
tempt, havo their patron deity, and 
consider themselves important and 
evon reputable mombers of the com- 
munity. Tho last tale which reaches 
us, is, however, that of a individual 
who pursued murder as a trade. For 
years past wagon drivers havo mys- 
teriously disappeared. At intervals 
all would go well, and then again they 
would begin to disappear, tiome- 
timos bodies would be found in tho 
junglootrtho highway, but, generally 
so decomposed that, though they 
were believed to be missing pooplo, 
yet their identity could not bo estab- 
lished, and tho mystery still continu- 
ed. At last a clue was obtained. 
It was found that Kahdur Borah was 
the name given by various parties 
as that of the person who had hired 
a cart which had disappeared. A cir- 
cular was issued giving a descrip- 
tion of the suspected man, but with- 
out effect. At last, in tho examination 
of a criminal arrested at Kamtee, for 
Borne other offence tho gaoler's sus- 
picion was excited that this was the 
individual wanted. His suspicion 
proved to bo truo, and the murderer 
has now been identified by several of 
tho rolatives of tho murdered people 
as the man who had hired tho cart. 
Ho is Mohammedan — about forty 
years of ago— a well-to-do man, and son 
of a person of soino property. Eleven 
and a quarter years of his life have 
been passed in prison for cumpara- 
.tively petty offences. AfLer 1872 ho 
"kept clear of gaol and began to bo 
.looked upon as a reformed character. 
Iu reality his career as a murderer then 
commenced in earnest, and had ho not 
strangely enough, always given his right 
name, ho might have been still at large. 
He had previously followed tho same 
trade, though not to the tamo extent ; and 
tho lull in the disappearances of pooplo 
was owing to the fact that every now and 
then he hud disappeared from his Bcene 
of operation into prison. Fiuding es- 
eupo hopeless, ho has now, with tho fa- 
tality of his 'race, made a cloan broast of 
his crimes. His mode of going to work 
was to outer a village and hire a oart, 
with the ostensible purposo of going to a 
distant village to Beo his relatives or to 
transact some business. He always took 
good, care to soleet a gpod cart and good 
bullocks, tho property of a man of a bet- 
ter class, who was likely to carry money 
about him. After proceeding thirty or 
forty miles on tho way, he chose somo 
quiet part of the road to administer ar- 
senic to bis unsuspecting companion, the 
driver. This he had no dificulty in do- 
ing, if the driver was a Moharnodan, for 
in that case they would take their meals 
together. If his companion was a Hin- 
doo tho murderer would oiler him somo 
poisonod sweetmeats, or watch his oppor- 
tunity to sprinkle arsenic over the flour 
tho poor man was about to make his chu- 
pattles out of. After death bo would rob 
bin victim, anil either throw tho body into 
tho jungle or burn it. The wagon and 
bullocks he would dispose of in tho near- 
est village for, say, fifty or sixty rupees, 
and in a few days more go on tho same 
round of assassination and robbery. Ho 
has already confessed- the particulars of 
thirteen murders committed by him with- 
in a Bhort time." 

A Strange Suicide. 

An account of a strange suicide, 
which was lately committed a 1 . Foo- 
(Jhow-Foo, is given in tho "China 
Mail." It seemo that a young ltdy, 
an inhabitant of that city, who hud 
misfortune to bo loft a widow whik 
yet in her teens, was urged by some 
injudicious relatives to enter again in- 
to the bonds of wedlock. The thought 
thus suggested of supplying tho place 
of her Into Husband was so repugnant 
to her foolings that, in order to escape 
from tho persecution of her advisors, 
Bhe determined to '•ascend to Heaven 
on the back of a stork," or, in other 
words, publicly to commit suicide. 
Having arrived at this determination, 
a day was fixed for tho ceremony. 
Early on the fatal morning tho lady, 
dressed as tho Queen of Heaven, and 
Hiirrouuded by a largo following of 
admiring relatives and friends, started 
from her late husband's house in an 
open sodaii chair for tho scene of her 
/jolf-inllictod death. By tho way who 



visited her parents, to bid them fure- 
woll, and stopped occasionaly en 
route to taste the viands which woro 
placed at intervals by the side 
of the road, as at a funeral. On arriv- 
ing at an oponspaco tit tho hack of tho 
Hai-chaon Temple, she mounted on a 
scaffolding which had been erected for 
the purposo and, having .bowed to the 
vast crowod which had assembled to 
witness proceedings, she criod with a 
loud voice, "Heaven and earth land 
my friends ! I am quito satisfied to die 
in this manner.' Having said this, she 
stepped' on toa chair onjtho platform, 
and thrust her head through the noose 
of a red cord, which hung suspended 
from a crossbeam above her. At tho 
samo mornont a rod cloth was placed 
over her hoad and face, anil then with- 
out the least hesitation, she jumped 
off of tho chair. Death was almost 
instantaneous, and she expired with- 
out tho least apparent struggle. Un- 
fortunately, tho effoct of this young 
lady's self-devotion did not end with 
her life, for so deep an impression did 
her conduct make on some hoyu who 
had witnessed the spectacle, that they 
amused themselves on the following 
day by making beliovo to follow her 
example. By a misadvonturo, while 
one of them was adjusting tho cord 
roundhisneck.his playmates ran off and 
on their return they found that ho 
likowiso had "ascended to hoavon on 
tho back of a Btork."

Dufferin Committee, and in particular 
Mr. Sproat, who is simply a momber 
of the Committeo, and who, we be- 
lieve, only wisheB, like the rest of us, 
that Victoria should do the right thing 
on this occasion, as a matter of self- 
respect and from loyalty to the nation. 
We think the pubTio will give but 
scant approval to any such raid upon 
a citizen. Cannot everyone soe the 
thread that runs through all these acts 
of the "clock" committee? Do its 
members imagine that they can do 
those things without being noticed 
and without being checkmated by the 



tho loyalty of the people in a clear 
light. It cannot be denied that many 
of our peoplo, whether rightly or 
wrongly, are not well satisfied with the 
present position of several important 
public matters, and that thoro was, at 
first, a little anxiety in the minds of 
many loyal men as to what the Gov- 
ernor-General's visit might mean, and 
what their duty would be on the occa- 
sion of his arrival. The real feeling 
and decision of the public, however, 
soon became apparent. It could not 
be permitted that Victoria should play 
second fiddlo to any place in tho Pro- 
vince, nor that any considerations 
whatsoever should intervene between 
the loyalty of the peoplo, and its fit 
and proper expression upon an impor- 
tant occasion. The public naturally 
turned their eyes away from -vain, self- 
complacent, half-hoarted men, to men 
who they believed had the capacity to 
represent them properly. The usual 
little disputes and misunderstandings, 
of course, took place in getting the re- 
ception affair launched, but on the 
whole, a thoroughly sound, loyal feel- 
ing has been shown from the begin- 
ning of the movement. Thoro was, 
we regret to say, one exception to this, 
and it is our duty to call public atten- 
tion to the fact. We may now inform 
our readers that it was discovered, at 
the outset, by the original promoters 
of the movomont, that some few bitter 
men amongst us wore covertly oppos- 
ing everything that was being done. 
This was well known even before the 
large public meeting at the Philhar- 
monic Hall took place. What tho mo- 
tives of these persons were— whether 
chagrin in feeling their own incapacity 
to lead such a movement, or a wish to 
insult the Queen's representative — we 
do not know, and do not care to in- 
quire. We mention the f act, that such 
porsonB, numbering abouthalf a dozon, 
existed at the time we refer to. Now 
we have been asked several questions 
about this matter. The public have 
heard that one of their Ottawa mem- 
bers ia the solitary person in tho whole 
city who has refused to work on the 
General Committeo appointed to act in 
conjunction with the Mayor and Coun- 
cillors in taking steps to receive Lord 
Dnfforin. The gontleman we refer to 
is a very interesting and, considering 
his opportunities, even an intelligent 
gentlemen; but he is often impolitic, 
and always ungenial in public life. 
His career points out the truth that an 
ordinary journalist may be a bad poli- 
tician, and we daresay, at his time of 
life, he is as happy as his constituents 
are that his political career is ap- 
proaching a termination. As a private 
gentleman ho has few enemies. Con- 
gregated for comfort near his door in 
Government street, any day might 
have been soon lately a little knot of 
men, who wearily gazed at Mr. Rod- 
fern's clock, wondering how many 
long hours, and multiplications of 
hours, must pass before thoy would 
again get hold of the public purse. 
Several wore "bell-toppors," and the 
blank, sad visages of all of them might 
have been transferred at once to the 
"Canadian Illustrated Newa," without 
requiring any touching up from the 
portrait -artist of that horrible periodi- 
cal. The public, taking a common- 
sense view of matters, connect one 
thing with another. They find that at 
every Btage of tho progress of tho Lord 
Dufferin Committeo business, members 
of tho clock-gazing, extemporized, 
standiug street committee wero pre- 
sent to wrangle, to jangle and to op- 
pose. In their capacity of objoctors, 
they suggested a "grievance commit- 
tee," and formed it out of their own 
number. The grievance was that tho 
public would not confide in them. 
They buttonholed men at tho corners 
of stroeta, sneered littlo snoors and 
fanned little suspicions, and had tho 
insolence oven to whisper that Her 
Majesty's representative in North 
America was a common political spy. 
Thoy tried to excite jealousies among 
tho organized societies which might 
form a procession. Their design and 
attempt was to set everybody by tho 
ears, and spoil tho reception. Thoy 
went to tho public mooting and caused 
"no, no," to bo shouted; thoy chat- 
tered at tho Gonoral Committee meet- 
ing till tho Committeo got tired of 
them and kicked ihotn out; thoy con- 
cocted a disloyal placard and posted 
it about tho city in tho night time; 
thoy signed their placard 'Jworking- 
men," though what connection thoro 
can bo botwoen roal loyal workingmon 
and the clock committee it is difficult 
to discover ; thay have made a point of 
attacking any active members of the 



faco with an iritated public? Public 
opinion has settled that matter, and 
will register the misdeeds of these 
persons at this time of great interest 
in our Provincial history. Tho writer 
of the placard is known. Tho pub- 
lic have saved us tho trouble of 
dealing with those persons. Tho 
public have simply taken the mem- 
bers of tho "clock" committee by 
the scruff of the neck, and flung them 
out upon the roadside. Tho city is 
purged of their presence. If they on- 
ter it again, we recommend the sub- 
Committee on Ceremonies to shave 
thoir heads, dress them in yellow 
clothes, put collars round their necks, 
and whip them from Seileck's wharf 
to the city prison-houso. On ono ac- 
count, we rather regret their absence 
from Government street. Government 
streot is not picturesque and thoro was 
a certain irregular pictureBquenees in 
the attitudes of the "clock" committee 
on the sidewalk. Seen from a distance, 
too, there was that air of respectabili- 
ty in tho group which always impresses 
our race. Their number, it is true, 
was small, but this, perhaps, gave 
some congruity to the picture, being 
in proportion to their ideas and their 
influonce.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, July 2G.— Elevon 
now cases of small-pox were reported 
yesterday and nino this morning, 
through all parts of tho city; eight 
deaths occurred on Monday and three 
yesterday. 

EUROPE. 

London, July 2G.— Tho Goodwood 
stakes was won by Hampton, Admiral 
Byrn second, Finis third. Nine ran 
inclrdiug tho American horso Mate. 

Parh, July 2b". — President McMa- 
hon has issued 127 additional pardons 
to communists. 

London, July 2fi.— The "Telegraph" 
publishes dispatches to-day from Stan- 
ley from whom five letters havo just 
boeu received. The letters contain par- 
ticulars of tho highest geographical 
and ethnological value of the hereto- 
fore unknown regions lying between 
lakes Victoria and Nyanza and remark- 
ably Gambaryara which Stanley 
thoroughly explored, and discovered 
among its high uplands a pale faco 
tribe forming a different race of peo- 
ple to tho black skinned ou tho plains. 

London, July 2G — Tho Belgrade cor- 
respondent of tho "News" assorts that 
tho Servians are not losing ground 
and their delay is no sign of weakness. 
Tho Servians aro giving recruits faster 
than tho 'J'urks. 

Tho "News" Vienna dispatches say 
a great battle is expected on Friday. 
The Turks are now having 30,000 
men concentrated at Widdeu. A 
Bucharest special says 25,000 Rou- 
manians are concentrated on tho 
Danubiau frontier. 

The Turks aro guarding the opposite 
bank. Shots woro exchanged on 
Tuesday before Ostrow. It is reported 
that tho Turkish forces entered Rou- 
mauia territory on Monday and pilla- 
ged some houses; a conflict iH appre- 
hended. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Cheyenne, July, 20. — Advices 
from Gen. Crook's command in 
camp on tho south fork of Tongue 
river, July 23d uro of import- 
ance. Tho main body of the Sioux 
are believed to havo taken to the Big 
Horn mountains where game is more 
abundact and the grass fresher. Tho 
Indian efforts to burn tho grass of the 
valley makes it almost imperative on 
Crook to follow thorn up at onco. His 
force now musters about twelve hun- 
dred regular soldiers and citizen vol- 
unteers besides 200 Snake allies. It 
is not deemed advisable for Crook's 
and Ferry's forces to join previous to 
amove by one or the other of tho 
commands. It is thought that the In- 
dians would make a stand against ono 
of the columns and that by engaging 
them and having the other column in 
reserve to either light or follow up 
with, something decisivo may be effect- 
ed during tho suinmor campaign. 

New York, July 20. — Jay Cook & Co. 
wero this morning disobargod from bank- 
ruptcy by Judge Cadwalador of tho U S. 
District Court no objection having been 
made to the petition tiled some time ago. 

New York, July 20. — Gold closed at 
111%®%. 

Cincinnati, July 20.— This morning 
several hundred unemployed workmen as- 
sembled in Fountain Square in pursuanco 
of a call in yesterdays' papers. After lis- 
tening to speeches from Samuel Gary and 
others upon the deplorable condition of 
workingmen, etc. "thoy proceeded in pro- 
cession to the City Buildings to demand 
of the Mayor bread or blood. Aftor hours 
of waiting and discussion the crowd dis- 
persed. The Mayor had placed a stand- 
ing guaro of police around tho buildings. 

Phiadeli'iiia, July 20.— Paying visi- 
tors to tho Centennial to-day 22,000; cash 
receipts §50,000. 

Chicago, July 20.— Senator Carpenter 
only finished the pre'iminarios of his ar- 
gument ia the Belknap ease to-day. To- 
morrow ho will finish in about two hours 
according to his intimation, and tho Sen- 
ate will insibt upon Lord completing his 
argument at onco and on Thursday will 
begin senatorial deliberations on the ver- 
dict which if open will occupy a week. If 
in secret as there scorns a growing disposi- 
tion to make thorn thoy will make short 
work of it. If tho Senators all vote tho 
probabilities aro that Belknap will bo 
found guilty, but ho may oscapo thodegra- 
dation of this vordict by tho refusal to 
vote at all by sonio who havo declared 
thsir votes against jurisdiction.

EUROPE. 
London, July 20.— Tho Daily Newt Ra- 
gusa special says a Private letter from 
Alostar announces Montonegrians aro re- 
tiring to their own frontier after attackod 
Nevinisge. A Vienna special says thoro 
is rumour horo that tho Majority of Softas 
and Ulmas have resolved to urge Murad 
Pasha to resign. Murad and his minis- 
ters have agreed that the resignation shall 
Lithe placo at the closo of the Servian war. 
Tho sultan's brother is mentioned as suc- 
cessor. 

The News Belgrade dispatch says a dis- 
tinguished Turk havo been arrested at 
Gladivia. Ho had several packages ou 
his person and its supposed he intended 
to go and poison the wells in Sorvia. 

Tho Times Constantinople correspon- 
dent says considerable excitement exists 
in Crete, Greece and Rouraania. Tho 
Turks are convinced that the war will not 
bo localized and expect hostilities with 
Russia. The Times Ragusu dispatch Bays 
tho whereabouts of tho Prinoe of Monte- 
nego is unknown, cither at Mostar or hero. 
It is behoved that the battle a fuw dnys 
since at Bansava, where flvo thousand 
Montenegrins attacked a Turkish post and 
wero repulsed, was fought to cover tho 
withdrawal of the main Montenegrin 
army. A Turkish eoiniuandor at Klock 
has asked for threo days' armistice whioh 
ha i boon granted. Ho offered' to surren- 
der if ho were granted honors of war, but 
the offer was refused, 



Tho Times' Berlin special says Doru.tho 
Secretary of Frankfort-ou-Muin, present- 
ed on tho 4th July an address in honor of 
tho centennial to the American Consul, 
strongly reflecting on monarohial institu- 
tions. Tho Consul refused to accopt the 
address. Tho society thereon complained 
to the American Minister, Bancroft Davis, 
who replied it was inadmissible for Amer- 
ican representatives to meddle with party 
politics. 

Tho Times' Ragusa and Vienna corres- 
pondents conclude that Montenegrins 
aro withdrawing from Mosta in order to 
co-operate) with the Servians. Tho Tele- 
graph's Berlin special says preparations 
aro making to mobilize tho wholo army. 
The Tetegraplt's Vicuna special says it is 
said tho Turkish Ambassador hero has 
satisfactorily stated that tho Porte de- 
clares some of tho most important of Ron- 
manias demands aro inadmissible. Ho 
refuses to discuss thecession of tho mouth 
of tho Danube as that question equally 
concorns other powers. 

DELAYED J)7sPATCHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, July 25 — Tho United 
States grand jury is now buisily engaged 
taking testimony incases which h»ve been 
brought to their attention involving al- 
leged infractions of the revenue law. 
Among tho establishments whoso affairs 
aro under investigation aro Bay View dis- 
tillery, where it will be remembered a 
lot of mysterious underground pipes wero 
unearthed by the reveune agents in ex- 
plorations some woeks ago; Antioch dis- 
tillery, which has already been sovoral 
times under lire in the courts; Pacific 
distillery, and a number of wholesale 
liquor dealers. Rumor has it that some 
very damaging evidence has been obtain- 
ed, and that a good deal of ill-concealed 
uneasiness is felt in crooked circles with 
regard to tho nature of tbo testimony 
affecting tho above branch of our indus- 
tries. The jury will probably report 
threo or four weeks hence. 

The engine and train on tho branch line 
of tho Central Pacific, between Oakland 
and Berkeley were stopped by an old lady 
yesterday. Tho company had laid a 
track across her land iu spite of her re- 
fusal to accopt tho terms offered for right 
of way. As the first train approached 
she deHberately sat down on tho track, 
and when the train came to a halt and 
tho employes advanced to remove her sho 
drove them back with a revolvor. Tho 
train and employes finally withrew in 
good order. 

San Francisco, July 24 — Threo suits 
against the Pacific Mail Co. wore com- 
menced to-day. One wus by Dolhegny & 
Gonzales for 630,000, for failure to touch 
at San Bias and remove goods per adver- 
tisement; ono by James Hastings for $80- 
000, and ono by Patrick Tierney for 850- 
000, both for accidental injuries received 
on tho company's steamers. 

In the Alameda county court yesterday 
Harry Wakefield, tho husband of eight 
contemporaneous wives, was convicted of 
bigamy. 

A man calling himself John Lawless, 
was arrested to day on a charge of pro- 
curing young girls to bo sont to Portland 
to enter upon a life of shame. The arrest 
was made on tho complaint of a young 
girl, ono of his victims, who arrived by 
tho John L. Stephens to-day. When 
taken in charge by tho officer ho tore up 
some papers and threw them away, whioh 
on being put together, proved to bo the 
lotters of a woman narnod Jennie Suvnge, 
keeper of a house of ill repute in Port- 
land, urging him to send more girls 
quickly as she wanted them for tho Centen- 
nial week, and not to send any more such 
young ones as heretofore. Lawless was 
locked up for examination. 

Norton vi lle, July 24 — A terrible ex- 
plosion occurred here to day at 3 o'clock 
p.m. in No. 3 gang of Black Diamond 
Coal Co.'s works, resulting in loss of lifo 
to six persons and the burning of five 
others. Tho explosion was caused by tho 
ignition of dry coal dust which had accu- 
mulated in tho shutes, cross-cuts, breasts 
and gangway, from a blast tired in ono of 
tho breasts.

New York, July 22 - The steamship 
Britanhica arrived from Liverpool with 
the Trinity College and Cambridge Uni- 
versity four who are to participate iu tho 
Philadelphia regatta.

English MaH. 

The 'Standard's' Philadelphia cor- 
respondent says that of tho Colonial 
exhibits Canada for many reasons 
stands at the head of the list. One is 
struck first by the fine display of char- 
acteristic products— furs, Bkutos, leath- 
ers, boots and shoes, marbles, coals, 
and building stones, Of admirable 
arraugemonts are tho valuable results 
of tho goologicul survey, abounding in 
coals, granites, sandstones, metals, 
both precious and baso, aud minerals 
of great variety. The educational de- 
partment of Ontario is, perhaps, all 
things considered, the complotest dis- 
play iu the buikling.displaying books, 
models, apparatus of all kinds, and an 
endless display of educational appliance*, 
and specimens in all tho departments of 
science and art, with costly seioutifio in- 
struments and school furniture. In nat- 
ural products in addition to thoso noted 
above, thoro are petroloum, wax, oils, 
paraffin, plumbago, (one solid lump 
weighing -1,870 pounds), and various 
woods. Tho manufactures further em- 
brace fine works iu brass, slate mantels, 
shirts, pottery, pianos and organs, sowing 
machines, diving apparatus, lasts, stoves, 
saws, cotton goods, and tweods of unusual 
excellence, saddlery, shoos, brooms, and 
furniture. 

Various guesses, says the 'Scotsman,' 
have boon made as to the amount of 
wealth of the late James Baird of 
Ciimbusiloon and the income likely to 
accrue yearly to his firm. It is impos- 
sible in the mean timo to give any idea 
of Mr. Build's private fortune, but it 
is believed that iu prosperous years the 
profits derived from the concern of which 
ho wus so long tho head oxcooded a 
million sterling. As a landed proprie- 
tor, Mr. Baird occupied a prominent 
position. In 1853 ho paid £22,000 
for the ostute of Carnbusdoon, in Ayrs- 
shire; and, four years afterwards, 
£90,000 for Kuoydart, in Inverness- 
shire. Six years later he purchased 
tho estate of Muirkirk at a cost of 
£135,000, and he inherited from his 
brother tho estate of Auchtnedden, in 
Aberdeenshire, which cost about 
£00,000, Mr. Baird was also the 
possessor of smaller properties in 
Ayrshire, while other members of the 
family own estates in different parts of 
tho country valuod at no loss than two- 
and-a-half millions sterling. 

Viscountess Dupplin, whose husband 
is now seeking a divorco, come* of a fami- 
ly whioh in point of matrimonial difficul- 
ties outdoes the famous house of Paget. 
Hor eldost sister married the Marquis 
Townshond, aud some time ago eloped 
from him, but was received back by her 
husband. Tho second married Mr. Adrian 
Hope, a scion of the great house of Am- 
sterdam, but showed so marked a prefer- 
ence for a German diplomatist that Mr. 
Hope prooured a divoree. Lady Dnp- 
plin marriod in 1871, and it was hinted at 
the time that the match was not likoly to 
prove happy; since much prossuro was 
brought to boar to induce hor consent to 
the marriage. Her mother tho Countess 
Fifo, now deoeasod, had tho reputation of 
a frisky matron; her father is tho 
identical nobleman of whom, when some 
one suggested to tho lato Lord Derby that 
he should "give Fife the thistle," the Pre- 
mier rejoined, "Fife the thistle? why, 
h»'d only eat it." Lord Dupplin is first 
cousin to Lady Mordaunt. 

Tho total abstinence movomont in the 
European army in India is extending 
month by month, liy the roturns for May 
this year it seoms that there are 7,400 
non-commissioned officers and men of the 
service on tho rolls of tho total abstinence 
societies. This movement is almost on- 
tiroly tho fruit of tho unwearied energy 
and devotion of the Rov. Mr. Gregson, of 
Agra, tho honorary secretary of tho Sol- 
diers' Total Abstinence Ass., of India. 

The English Episcopal Church in Lon- 
don is afflicted with the double malady of 
plethora of unemployed clergymen and 
an unsupplied demand for working 
preachers— a paradox which is probably 
explained by tks fact that tho supply is 
not of such a character as to moet the do- 
mand, or that tho demand is not of such 
a kind as to bring tho supply, whothor 
trouble comes from lack of zeal and abil- 
ity in the redundant clergy, or tho want 
of capital or other attraction in the va- 
cant cliurches. 

On tho 1st of January last year thoro 
wero, according to a Parliamentary re- 
turn just issued, in the several work- 
houses in England and Wales 51,088 men, 
47,370 women, and 44,634 childrou. Of 
these 52,968 men, 42,200 women and 43,- 
030 children were in England, and 1,120 
men, 1, 1 10 women and 1,004 childrou in 
Welsh workhouses. Of tho total number 
43,634 men, 40,391 women and 35,592 
children belonged to the Church cf Eng- 
land, while 10,275 men, 10,835 women and 
8,890 children bolougod to othor religious 
communities. 

Tho rapidly inorcusing passenger traf- 
fic between England and Ireland has in- 
duced tho London and worth Western 
Railway Company to institute auotlior 
special service of steamers, to commonco 
between Holyhead and Dublin on tho 
1st July. Tho new vessels are intended 
almost exclusively for passengers and 
they will carry no live stock. They are 
over.'!, 000 horso power, and during the 
trip steamed at an average Bpoed of over 
eighteen knots per hour. The nunibor of 
passengers last yoar wob 90,000. 

The dispute botweon tho muster build- 
ers nnd tho operative masons of Bristol, 
by which nearly 1,000 men havo been out 
of work for nearly a fortnight, has termi- 
nated. Tho demand of the men for an in- 
crease of a halfpenny per hour, making 
tho rate of wagos 8d pur hour, has been 
conceded by the masters, tho nion on 
their part agreeing to some important 
modifications of their rules, and accept- 
ing tbo proposal of the masters to refer 
all future disputes to a oommitteo of con- 
ciliation, to consist of six masters and a 
like numbor of men. 

There woro over 1,500 persons present 
at the banquet and reception givon by 
Mr. Disraeli to tho Prinoe and Prinoess 
of Walosat his official residonco in Down- 
ing street. At tho reception most of tho 
members of tho Houses of Lords and 
Commons woro present, with other por- 
sons of distinction. 

On Wednesday the case of tho Benchers 
of Gray's Inn against Dr. Kenealy camo 
before Vico-Chaiicollor Hull, by whioh 
tho Benohers sock to compel Dr. Kenealy 
to snrrender his chambors in the Inn to 
them. Dr. Konoaly conducted the de- 
fence in person. Tho caso is not yot con- 
cluded. 



DIVORCE IN ENGLAND. 



Recently the English Divorco Court 
begun one of its sessions in London, 
and unfortunately a very large — un- 
usually largo number of persons were 
anxiously waiting for tho ■ opening of 
its doors. Tho lists contain no fewer 
than 234 cases, and of these thirty are 
suits for judicial separation, eleven 
for nullity, nnd six for restitution of 
conjugal rights, tho remaining 187 
being for divorce. No fower than 131 
cases aro undefondod. Among tho 
soandals in high life, which aro likely 
to oreato considerable interest before 
Sir James HanneD, in the oase of 
Lord ABhbrook, an Irish Peer, born in 
1829, who sues for a divorce from his 
wifo, the correspondent being a gou- 
tlenian named Baillio. His Lordship, 
it may be remembered, recently moved 
tho Court on the question of alimony 
to his wife, tho point in dispute being 
tho paternity of a child of which he 
alleged was not the father. Thero is 
also the case of young Lord Zouche 
against his wife, and Lord Mayo and 
a Mr. Blunt as a second co-respondont. 
Lord Mayo is tho sou of the late Go v- 
ernor-Gonoral of India, and, as it hap- 
pens, is exactly the same ugo as the 
noble petitioner.
